ment this marning blaming Pilot Mac- 
kay and Captain Lamondec of the 
French ship.

PARIS, Feb, 4.—The trial by court 
martial of Bolo Pasha, on a charge of 
treason in conducting propaganda in 
France, was begun today. 

In bringing to trial Paul Bolo, or 
Bolo Pasha, the French government 
is endeavoring to disrupt the whole 
system of German intrigue and pro- 
paganda in France which in the spring 
of 1917 became so bold and effective 
as to threaten to defeat France's ef- 
forts to carry on the war, 

Bolo's case has been defined as but 
one of a series of inter-related incl- 
the German effort to orga- 
nize a propaganda of depression and 
discouragement among the civilian 
leaders and soldiers in France. These 
involved not only Bolo, the so-called 
“Levantine financier,” but also Jos- 
eph Catilaux, a former premier of 
France, one or more members of the 
French chamber of deputies and sey- 


eral French newspapers, ‘These pa- 
pers are alleged to have been subsi- 
dized by German money to spread 


abroad in France a spirit of “defeat- 
ism,’ a bellef that there was no hope 
of beating Germany and that France 
should make haste to accept the best 
terms possible, 

In the attempt to bribe French 
statesmen and leaders and to influence 
French opinion by subsidizing her 
newspapers or founding new publica- 
tions to disseminate the spirit of pa- 
clflam or defeat, it has been charged 
that Germany devoted a sum of money 
ranging up to or even exceeding 10,- 
000,000 marks, Bolo himself is said 
to have had the use of a fund of $1,- 
683,000, chiefly, if not wholly, to cor- 
rupt the French press. In what way 
the remainder of the corruption fund 
was expended was not made clear up 
to the beginning of 1918

LONDON, Feb. 4.—According to! 
the story told in the Oxstead, Surrey, 
police court by the solicitor for the 
food committee, a member of parlia-| 
ment named MacCaw had in his Jard-| 
er at Rooksnest 24 pounds of tap-| 
ioca, 154 pounds of rice, 53 pounds of| 
semolina, 100 pounds of biscults, 63) 
pounds of tea, 100 pounds of sugar,! 
384 pounds of golden syrup and 21) 
pounds of honey. 

Although it was not contended that 
people living in country houses should 
come to London daily for their sup-! 
plies, this stock of goods was held 
to constitute a hoard. 

The case of Mr, MacCaw was one of 
several hundred pending, while many 
more have already been digposed of, 
every class in the country being in- 
volved. Last week Admiral Sir Rich- 
ard Poore was fined £90 for having 
in his possession a quarter of a ton 
of food, while others who were fined) 
included a railway worker, a wealthy 
widow and the proprietors of sey } 
hotels, the last being charged with 
exceeding the official ration.

will be bought over by other purchas- 
ers, The bonds thug offered will be 
bought at a slightly lower price than 
their original value, but the loss sus- 
tained by the bondholder in this way 
will be only a fraction of what he 
would suffer if he allowed it to drop 
entirely for inability to pay. It will be 
a condition of the re-purchase that the 
future payments as they fall due will 
be met in full by the purchaser,

Hon. Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture for the province of Al- 
berta, returned on Saturday from Ot- 
tawa where he has been in attend- 
ance at the conference called in con- 
nection with the supply of farm labor 
for seeding operations, and later for 
the harvest. Mr. Marshall states that 
if the United States will allow all the 
men from there to come over, there 
will not be any difficulty in securing all 


j the help that Alberta will need. While 


speaking in the cites of the Middle 
West states last month he found the 
greatest enthusiasm and interest in 
the possibilities of the agricultural re- 
sources of Alberta and thinks that if 
the United States government will 
grant passports for men _ to 
across to assist with the spring work 
and the harvest operations, the trou- 
ble so far as this province is concern- 
ed is really solved. 

Mr. Marshall found that the pro- 
hfvitive price of land in the Western 
and Middle West states was turning 
the attention of the farmers to the Al- 
berta countries. At Marysville, Mo., 
for instance, where the minister ad- 
dressed an.immense meeting of live 
stock men, land anywhere near the 
town at all cost from $200 to $250 an 
acre and this was a decided consider-

sion that Alberta was entirely a grain 
growing country. That is was espe- 
cially suited to live stock seemed to 
settle the matter in many cases, 

Regarding other means of getting 
labor, there were many suggestions as 
to the supply from men who have 
been farmers but are now employed in 
the villages, towns and c(ties, Mr. Mar- 
shall was not prepared to say as to 
what recomendation had been made 
by the committee regarding the regis- 
tration of both men and women for 
labor, but said that, although they 
hoped the war would be over this 
year, they were trying to lay a basis 
for labor for the next couple of years. 
This was taken into consideration in 
recommending the ‘teen age boys, who 
are mostly in the high schools now, 
It was felt that although these boys 
without farm experience, would be of 
practically no use for the seeding op- 


erations, they would be of use for the! 
haying and harvesting and that this | 


experience would probably put them 
in shape to go on the farms in the 
spring next year, 

The committee felt that it was nec- 
essary to look ahead, so for that rea- 
son are counting on getting the boys 
lined up for next year. 

The situation here was rather dif- 
ferent than it is in the Kast where 
with only one pgir of horses and 
smal] outfits the boys are able to give 
splendid assistance. Here the outfits 
the motive power is either 
a very expensive engine or a four or 
six-horse team just as expensive. 
Farmers who have these expensive 
outfits are loath to entrust them with 
an inexperienced boy and, moreover, 
in most cases it was thought that the 
boy would not have the strength to 
handle them By taking them on to 
the farms for the haying and harvest 
where they could give real help, they 
would also be getting the training 
that would enable them to assist with 
the seding next year.

It was stated that members of the 
military exemption tribunals had a- 
nounced that the men who had been 
Previously exempted from military 
service on account of being members 
of the fire department, would now be 
eligible for service. Their exemption 
expires on February 6. 

Ald, Bush drew the attention of the} 
aldermen to the serious nature of the!

ward of $100 for the detection and 
conviction of any offender. 

Morning Conference

Deputy Mayor Gives 
His Version Of Fire 
Crisis In Edmonton | 


To the Citizens of Edmonton. 

Ladies and Gentlemen,—Following 
the appointment of Chief R. G. David- 
son by Mayor Evans and Commission- 
er Harrison on December 27th, 1917, 
it regrettably became necessary for 
Mayor Evans to leave the city and 
go East on financial and other civic 
business, leaving here January 16th. 

On January 17th, I took the office 
of Acting-Mayor, feeling that Chief 
Davidson s appointment would settle 
all feeling of civic responsibility as to 
its safety from fire, as he was expect- 
ed to take office on or about Febru- 
ary lst. Much to my keen disappoint- 
ment on January 30th, the firemen 
sent in an ultimatum demanding the 
appointment of one of their own men 
and nositively stating they would serve 
under no other, 

A conference followed betwegn the 
city council, commissioners afid all 
captains, together with the deputy- 
chief. At this conference the captains 
unanimously refused to discuss the 
ultimatum, referring us to the union 
executive. This I refused on the 
frounds that we as a civic body could 
not and would not recognize them as 
a union. I further asked that they 
appear as a committee of firemen and 
did not debar them from including in 
it members of their executive. At this 
meeting no progress could be made, 
the firemen still being determined to 
force us to cancel Mr, Davidson's ap- 
pointment and choose a chief from 
their ranas. This I could not do in 
all justice to my position; therefore, 
knowing that the majority of the 
council were of the same opinion I 
refused to accede to their demand, 
Result—on a moment's notice they all 
walked out. 

In view of the grave situation creat- 
ed by the strike of the city firemen, 
which leaves the Hves and property 
of our citizens in serious jeopardy, 
special meetings were called for the 
purpose of carefully considering the 
situation with a view of ascertaining 
the circumstances leading up to the! 
existing position and if possible form-| 
ulating suggestions which might be 
of service 1. minimizing the dangers} 
of the situation. j 

An unfortunate Mature of the pre-| 
sent situation is that there appears) 
to be an opinion in the public mind| 
that tneie exists an agreement between | 
the city anu the firemen relative to 
the matters at present in dispute, No| 
such agreement exists. There is mere-| 
‘yY & report based upon the delibera- 
tions of the board of conciliation, 
whose efforts were directed towards 
arriving at a working system o7 rules 
and regulations for the fire depart- 
ment, which has not yet come before 
council, 

The firemen apparently based their 
demands for an appointment out of 
their own ranks upon the report in 
question, 

It will be found that while this re- 
port was under consideration by a} 
special committee, preparatory to sub-! 
mission to council the position of chief | 
of the fire department became yacant. 
Due consideration was given to the 
possibility of filling the position from | 
within the department. The name of 
one of the district chiefs was elimin- 
ated because of his serious ill health. 
The other district chief deelined to be 
a candidate for the position, and urged | 
that he be immediately relieved of his 
responsibility as acting chief, which | 
position he was filling temporarly,
